Eyraud t'onfesses. 

PARIS, July 8.— Michel Kyraud now 
speaks freely of his connection with the 
murder of Gouffo When he was informed 
that Gofriello Bompard, his mistress, hud 
toll everything, although some of her de- 
tails were at variance with his, Eyraud ex- 
claimed: "Well, I tun lost. 1 am every- 
thing had, but I am not a villain. Love of 
family did it. 1 had t lit- power to provide, 
but fate was against me. That viper, that 
woman, was in my path. She is a coquette, 
she capstan tly complained of not having 
money enough, and threatened to abandon 
mo and I loved her madly. To supply her 
wants! committed the murder. "■ At tho 
close of this declaration Kyruiul says; "1 
am resigned to my fate, may the good God 
be merciful." 

An Astonishing Story- 

Paris, .Inly 8. — An astonishing story of 
miraculous healing is reported from thu Is- 
land of Oleron, near Lurouhelle. A young 
man is suid to have become suddenly en- 
dowed with miraculous power to cure all 
sorts of physical infirmities. He uses 
neither iticuutution, liynoptism nor drugs, 
but simply places his feet against those ot 
tho patient and makes movements with his 
hands over the parts afflicted, thereby ef- 
fecting a perfect cure. He makes no charge, 
simply saying: "Go in peace, you are 
cured." The halt and blind hasten to him 
in crowds. 

Blsmnrck'N visit to England.

The K i'isis in llrnguny. 

London, July 8.— The Times prints a 
despatches dated Buenos Ayres with refer- 
ence to the financial crisis in Uruguay. The 
despatch states the Uruguan legislature met 
in special session on Sunday to consider 
wiiat course to pursue in view of the suspen- 
sion of specie payments by the National 
Bunk. A bill was passed which will be 
promulgated at once, allowing suspension of 
specie payments for six months. This has 
alarmed the merchants, and a deputation 
waited on the finance minister, who as- 
sured Lhe meichubln thai the government 
had no intention of resorting to a forced 
currency. The government fears the peo- 
ple will not accept a paper currency, but 
desires to save the National Rank if possi- 
ble by tho present measure. If the effort to 
assist the hank fails, it probably will be 
forced to liquidate.

Shocking Tale or Cruelly. 

Cincinnati, O., July 8. — Henry Althouse, 
an intelligent colored man, has arrived in 
this city from Arkansas, and fully confirms 
the stories so often mcagcrlv told of the 
hardships borne by the colored men in that 
state. Althouse was one of the many hun- 
dred blacks who swarmed out of Carolina 
and Georgia last fall and winter for Arkan- 
sas and points further west, to work on 
railroads at big wauer. The party with 
which Althouse was identified were landed 
near Arkansas, On arrival the whole lot of 
men were bid for by rival contractors, the 
immigrant agent acting as though he 0WU"tt 
tin in. After being thus auctioned off oa 
contracting firm known as Morgan & Co., 
I In- men were put to work grading. The work 
lasted from daylight to dark, and they were 
continually driven to their utmost endeavor 
by cruel bosses. Meantime tho lamiiies of 
the men hail been placed in shanties of the 
worst description, sumo even tents. All the 
food was sold from a store belonging to the 
firm for whom they worked. Fay day was 
put oil' as long as possible, anil when it did 
come the men were shocked to learn that 
their wages were but fifty cents per day, 
and that many of them hud overdrawn their 
accounts at the store. Thu men protested 
in vain, uud when all quit they were given 
to understand that it. was work or starve, 
with hints of a worse fab:. Several of the 
unmarried men runaway from camp. Armed 
guards were placed about the works, and it 
was understood that any attempt lo leave 
would bo stopped with bullets. Many of 
the weaker men died from overwork.

AFTEE BURKE'S TRUNK. 



A Winnipeg Detective Thinks He lias a Clue 
to 1L Finally. 



Winnipeg, July 7. Detective McKen- 
zie, tho officer who discovered Martin 
Burke a year ago and undoubtedly pre 
vented the escape of the notorious Cron 
in murderer, has struck a clue to an im 
portant bit of evidence that may event 
i ually remove the veil of mystery from 
the Cronin case. At tho time Burke was 
arrested, through some mischance 
stupidity the police forgot to look after 
his baggage. It was not until Chicago 
detectives went to Winnipeg that the 
subject of the baggago was broached, 
and then it was too late to get any trace 
of it. Subsequent developments proved 
that Burke not only hail a big trunk, 
but that he had been careful to dispose of 
it as well as his railroad baggage check. 
All efforts to find tho trunk, which is 
supposed to contain posit ve evidence of 
Burke's connection with the mur- 
der, have so far failed. While tlio 
trial was on in Chicago, detectives 
from that city made periodical trips east 
and west on tho Canadian Pacific in 
search of the missing trunk, but tliov 
were never able to got any trace of it, 
and finally concluded that it had boon 
taken by friends of the fugitive murderer. 
The finding of Dr. CVonin's clothes and 
instruments in an Evenston avenue sower 
while the murderers were on trial put an 
end to the search for the trunk so far as 
tho Chicago police forco was concerned, 
but Detective McKenzio litis never lost 
sight of the fact that it may yet prove an 
important factor in the famous case. He 
has found out that when Burke came to 
Winnipeg ho was accompanied by a mys- 
teri us friend, who left here for the west 
within tin hour after I! irke's arrest, lie 
had to purchase new tickets, recheck two 
trunks which had been chucked for Mon- 
treal, and ho also made au effort to dis- 
P'.se of a ticket calling for transportation 
to tho latter city. It is now believed 
that one of the trunks was Burke's. 

This assumption is bit sod on the fact 
that on Friday, June 21, 1 889, thero ar- 
rived in this city from thu smith a man 
who registered at one of tho ho' oil us 

"James McCaiToii, street, Chicago." 

The street nuuibi-r was first written by 
the guest, but a few minutes afterward 
trased with a penknife. The man 
made himself acquainted with one of the 
regular boarders in the bouse, and 
through him was introduced to the police 
and some business men, protending that 
his object here was to establish an 
a ,'oncp, though in subsequent interviews 
ho unwittingly acknowledged that if 
Burke had not been arrested ho never 
would have been in Winnipeg. It was 
noticed that he carefully watched all trains 
from tho west, and after lie had been here 
six days he mot a party that alighted 
from the Atlantic express. A mere nod 
of recognition passed between them at 
the station, but tho now arrival proceeded 
up Main street, followed at a respectable 
distance by McCarron. Turning into 
one of the hotels the two men selected a 
side room where they wore alone and in 
consultation some time. Notes wore 
compared and Botno papers exchanged. 
McCarron paid his bill and announced 
his intention of returning to Chicago 
next morning. The supposition is that 
the stranger from the west came through 
with Burke and proceeded on his way. 
taking the trunk with him, while Burke 
intended to htivo g no east from here.

Tho simple, perform- 
anco of so many hours' work per day, while 
it has a certain financial measure of value I 
to tho employer, has a value to himself | 
when properly considered that Is greater j 
than can ho measured in currency. As his 
progress and standing in the school depend- I

DISIN TERESTED A 1) VICE. 

In an article in the May number of the 
Nineteenth Century, Tom Mann, the 
President of the Dock Laborers Associa- 
tion, contends that it is the duty of the 
working men, of till trades and of no 
trade at all. to unite. He argues that 
whatever is to bo gained for tho working- 
men is to be traine 1 by union. He looks 
forward to labor legislation both by Par- 
liament and tho County Councils. Mr. 
Mann 1ms courage and be has common 
sense. He sees clearly that union of the 
laboring classes will be met, by union on 
the part of the capitalist class. But the 
prospect does not discourage him in the 
least. So far from being afraid of the 
union of employers he is glad to see that 
they are forming combinations, and he 
recommends them to stand by one 
another. This is what bo says : 

"Will the combinations of workers be 
met by corresponding combinations nn 
the part of employers ? 1 think so. In 
any case it is very desirable that they 
should ; tho serious changes that must 
take place will very materially affect the 
employers, and in their own interests 
they must combine, for it is certain that 
those in a comparatively small way of 
business will be driven out of the field by 
their competitors who produce or distri- 
bute on a more extensive scale, and who 
will he able to yield to the workmen's fu- 
ture-demands better than the employer 
in a smaller business. Of course, this 
will happen in any case, but fresh de- 
mands from the workers will materially 
hasten if. It is absolutely necessary, 
therefore, for employers in rheir own in- 
terests to combine. Their weakness, 
however, will be in the fact that those 
with the most extensive concerns will 
light shy of it combination with small 
competitors when they Bee clearly the ad- 
vai t.-igcs of subdivision of labor and most 
elaborate machinery which only the 
largest and wealthiest establishments can 
provide, and when they know that the 
increasing demands of the workers wi 
make it impossible for the smaller com- 
poti'ive establishments to compete with 
them successfully, so that the big fish 
will certainly swallow up tho smaller 
ones." 

In the battle that is to be fought in the 
near future, "organization" will be the 
watchword on both sides. As Mr. Tom 
Mann shows, self- preservation demands it, 
and its demands ane urgent and will not 
bo denied. Mr. Mann is not the only 
workingman's advocate who recommends 
the employers to combine. Mr. Thomas 
Burt, M. P., does the same thingj. lie 
evidently consider.') that Bound conclu- 
sions and advantageous settlements can 
be more readily arrived at when both 
Bides are organized, than when action is 
discursive and isolated. 



parliament and the county councils do 
not roprcsont one class but all classes of 
tho community, but ho does not seem so 
willing to admit that evory other class 
has as good a right to bo considered by 
the representative bodies as tho one 
whoso cause ho advocates. Ho places 
great confidence on the influence of tho 
workingmen and the workingmen's voto 
in tho county parliaments. 

"The county council is," he says, "in 
my opinion, destined to become a most 
powerful factor for the rectification of our 
social wrongs. In close contiguity as it 
will bo with tho trades council, knowing 
exactly where and how to supplement the 
good work of that council, tho majority 
composing it being themselves real, not 
nominal, workmen, tho welfare of tho 
workers at large being the principal busi- 
ness of such a body— when this is so, the 
day of our redemption will bo nigh." 

Tho questions which Mr. Mann dis- 
cusses tiro of tho greatest importance to 
all classes of evory community in these 
days Peoplo must consider them 
whether they like it or not and it is best 
to look the dillieultios of tho social sittui- 
the face as is now being 
Great Britain and hear what 
the leading men of both sides have to say 
for themselves. 



deal in theso times to think about, and 
thore are, it appoars to us, very few in- 
deod to do tho thinking. And communi- 
ties are now so organized that it is neces- 
sary for evory one to do his own thinking. 
That is, ho must think enough to find out 
which class of thinkers it is best for him 
to support and follow. To do this at all 
intelligently or effectively requires more 
brain work than a very great many are 
disposed to givo to it. Hence tho in- 
fluence exercised by quacks and bosses 
and charlatans of many kinds. 



Mr. S. 15. Boultou, Chairman of the 
Conciliation Committee of the London 
Chamber of Commerce, who is it very 
able representative of the employing 
class, in his paper on Labor Disputes in 
tho June number of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury speaks in the highest tonus of Mr. 
Mann's article, lie Bays, "I have read 
with great interest the paper of Mr. 
Tom Mann in the May number of this 
Review the greater part of that paper is 
taken up with matter some of which is 
most admirable although other portions 
may be objected to by political econo- 
mists." 



Many may be curious to boo what an 
enthusiastic champion of labor oxpocts of 
Parliament. Mr. Maim is porfeetly out- 
spoken on tills as well as on other mat- 
ters. Ho asks : 

"What can Parliament do ? At least 
this : it can set a good example to State 
workshops and factories by at once pro- 
hibiting systematic overtime, and by re- 
ducing tho hours of labor in all Govern- 
ment departments to 48 hours a week. 
It can insist upon all those firms who ob 
tain Government contracts paying trade 
Union rates of wages, and complying with 
tho 48 hours a week limit. It can and 
ought, anil must givo ear to tho almost 
unanimous demand of the miners for an 
eight hours maximum working day. . . . 
J do not say tha Parliament should fix 
tho working hours for tln.se who do not 
request such limits being made, but when 
tho demand is properly made it is the 
bouildun duty of any and every true 
member of Parliament to respect the 
source and supplontont trade union 
efforts." 

But, ns wo have said, Mr. Mann's 
hope is principally 111 tho county coun- 
cils, Ho evidently does not forget that 



MENTAL TORPOR. 

People in these days are not fond of 
thinking. They are impatient of any- 
thing that requires continuous attention. 
The majority of people have no taste for 
discussion and they detest argument. 
The object of almost every one in these 
days who caters for the popular taste is 
to avoid what the crowd consider "dull- 
ness." Whether it isa novel or a sermon, 
a lecture or a play, it must not be con- 
demned as dull. 

People generally want to be amused, 
and they have little or no desire to be in- 
structed. The consequence is that fri- 
volity and sensationalism reign every- 
where. To avoid the demon of dullness 
and to please those who hate thinking 
tho element of thought is eliminated from 
even our amusements. Whist is regarded 
as too serious, chess is voted a bore, and 
a minstrel show is preferred to the best 
of Shakspeare'a plays. 

There are some things, certainly, that 
people must still lebrn, but tho ingenuity 
of the educationist is taxed to save the 
student the labor of hard study. The 
pupil is coached and helped at every turn; 
dillieultios are smoothed down, and all is 
done that can be done to make the road 
to learning a royal one. And we see tin 
result. A generation eager for excite- 
ment and impatient of thought. 

There are questions of the utmost im- 
portance to be considered — problems to 
be worked out on the right solution of 
which the very existence of society de- 
pends. But very few, comparatively, 
bother their heads about them, and those 
low are regarded by many as crack- 
brained enthusiasts. 

Thereare exceptions to this almost 
universal endeavor to avoid any serious 
and systematic exercise of the brain. The 
agitators thin!;. The men and women 
who feel it to be their mission to turn 
the world upside down ate intellectually 
active. They are wide awake anil ate as 
sharp as needles. They are serious, 
too, in their way. They oxer 
ciso their minds about matters of 
the very greatest importance, and they 
are always ready to givo a reason for the 
faith that is in them. They are aggres- 
sive. They attack ihe cherished beliefs o" 
those with whom they come in contact, 
and tho poor sleepy souls are, for the 
most part, altogether unfit to resist, the 
onslaught. They have not been taught 
to use their brains, and they do not know 
how to defend the principles they have 
learned to regard as sound and the 
doctrines which they hue always as 
sinned to be true. The attack of the 
agitators may awaken tin? intelligence 
and arouse tho spirit of those who are 
pugnacious, and they may be stimulated 
to think and to enquire, but many more, 
givo a sort of lazy assent to propositions 
which they find themselves unable to 
deny. Because they cannot see how the 
arguments of the enthusiastic advocatoo 
of revolution or heterodoxy can be 
answered, they come to the conclusion 
that they are unanswerable, and are 
counted as converts to theories anil doc- 
trines which they never made a vigorous 
effort ovon to comprehend. 

I'eoplo m theso days want to be stirred 
up. The reformer who can prevail 
upon his fellow men to abandon the in- 
tellectual indolence which is so prevalent 
— who can persuade people generally to 
givo their brains exercise enough to put 
thorn in good working condition — will bo 
tho greatest bonofaotor that mankind hns 
hud for ninny a clay. Thoro is a treat 



NOTHING UNUSUAL. 

Newspaper writers in tho United 
States are doing their best to make their 
readers believe that there is something 
ominously significant in tho fact that the 
Bri'ish ships of war on tho North Pacific 
station aro making tho harbor of Es- 
quimalt their rendezvous just now. But 
there is really nothing extraordinary or 
portentous in the matter. Tho ships cf 
war on the station would meet in British 
Columbia waters in the course of the 
present month no matter what the rela- 
tions might be between the United 
Stites and Great Britain, A new 
Admiral is i n his way to tho station. 
The ships of war that are here remain to 
welcome him and those that are at a 
distance do their best to be here when 
the Admiral is expected to arrive to 
meet him and to get their instructions. 
This is what is always done when 
a newly appointed admiral at rives 
and this is what would happen 
if it was certain that the millenium would 
be hero before next New Year's Day. 
The article's and paragraphs that appear 
in the American papers about the war- 
like attitude of Great Britain in the 
North Pacific are therefore the greatest 
rubbish. 

It seems to us that with a good many 
of those pnpers the wish is father to the 
rumor. They want to see the Alaska 
company confirmed in its monopoly, and 
if they thought a quarrel between Great 
Britain and the United States would re- 
sult in increasing the gains of that con- 
cern they would do the r best to precipi- 
tate hostilities. 



AN IMMORAL MORALIZER.

This moralizing hief seemed bound to 
deprive the temperance lecturer of his

STAVE LY HILL, 51. P., 

Again Visits Victoria in Search of Ammuni- 
tion to further tho Healers' Claim. 

In Stavely Hill the scalers of British 
Columbia have a faithful and outspoken 
friend in the Imperial House of Commons. 
He is an Englishman who is half a Cana- 
dian; he has large interests ill und a practi- 
cal knowledge of the western portion of the 
Dominion, and consequently he champions 
the claim of the sealers to protection and 
compensation for losses suffered in the past 
with more vigor than might bu expected 
from a member less acquainted with the 
country, people and subject in dispute. 

Last evening's Islander brought Mr. Hill 
again to Victoria, his present, like his past, 
visit being due to bis desire to possess 
every fact hearing upon the lleliring's Sea 
dispute. Ho is specially in search of in- 
formation upon points contradicted by Rus- 
sia in reference to tho seizure of the 
Auranah in July, 1888. He also wishes to 
see what is going on here in regard to the 
seizures by the United States in 1SS0, 1SH7 
and 1S8!), and ascertain what course will be 
taken by the sealers during the present 
season. 

In pursuit of information, Mr. Hill last 
evening conferred with several of those 
prominently identified with the sealing in- 
dustry, and will spend to. day and to-nior- 
row in the city, leaving for home on Fri- 
day, in order to be present "in the House to 
bring up the question before the close of 
the session. The interests of the sealers 
have been brought before the Commons sev- 
eral times this session by Mr. Hill, both in 
the form of questions, addressed to the Gov- 
ernment as to the progress of negotiations, 
and in a motion urgin g the necessity of pro- 
tecting British schooners from future seiz- 
ure and of compensating them tor injuries 
done in tho past. The motion referred to 
still remains on the paper, it having been 
adjourned at the request of Under Secre 
tary of foreign Affairs Sir .James Ferguson, 
w ho grounded his request upon the fear that 
a discussion of the matter in the House 
might damage the conduct of negotiations 
at Washington. The Behring's Sea 
question has not been forgotten by 
the Commons, but it is not 
as live as might be wished. The Compen- 
sation bill, the Tithes bill and several other 
incisures which have created the exciting 
incidents of the session have rather crowded 
it lo the wall, although it is slill promin- 
ently before the House. Mr. Hill hopes to 
be back in his seal in time to assist in for- 
warding the early adjustment of the case 
with the information he is now collecting. 

On his way back to England he will visit 
Toronto for tho purpose of presenting a 
library of 9,000 or 10,000 volumes to the 
University, to replace as well as possible 
those destroyed by lire. This princely 
donation has been gathered from all 
sources, the Queen herself being among the 
contributors, while much lias been done by 
subscriptions obtained by the committee of 
which the Marquis of Lome is chairman. 



POST-OFFICE CLERKS. 

Something About th- Redaction In Their 
Salaries— Whni it Mean-. 

In conversation with a Coi,oxist reporter 
yesterday Mr. Earle, M. P., slated with re- 
gard to the reduction which has been made 
in the salaries of the post-office employes 
that it was merely carrying out the policy 
resolved upon by the government to eventu- 
ally do away with the additional allow- 
ances which had been merely given to make 
up for the disadvantages of distance and to 
compensate for the extra cost of living ut 
far away points. The disadvantage, the 
government claimed, had been very much 
reduced and were gradually, being removed 
altogether. Mr. Earle was under the im- 
pression that the original allowance for 
Victoria was 10 per cent, additional. It 
had since 1« ' n cut down to 25 per cent, 
with the uno •standing that there would be 
a further rt motion this year. When in 
Ottawa he [Mr. Earle) made a special ap- 
peal to the ■ (tnioster-General who had, for 
the reasons hich had been urged by the 
Victoria ne. ... hers, favored the leaving ol 
matters as they bad been. Hon. John 
Haggurt had, however, been overruled by 
his colleagues in the cabinet and so the 
regulation was being carried out. He had, 
he said, represented to the department, the 
injustice it was to the Postmaster to 
surround him with clerks and assistants, 
wdio were not in the receipt of salaries that 
satislied them and who in consequence were 
only too reaily to take hold of any position, 
the salary of which was an increase on the 
one they were drawing, It should be the 
policy lo retain the best men in office in- 
stead of letting ihein go on the lirst occa- 
sion that presented itself to them. There 
were, he knew, numerous applications for 
positions in the Post Olliec at the existing 
salaries, less the special allowances, and as 
long as clerks could be had so readily, it 
was scarcely likely that the Government 
would change the policy it, had regularly 
resolved upon. He was sorry for tho per- 
sons affected, particularly those who were 
in receipt of the lowest salaries, to whom 
the reduction would bo a serious matter. 
He could, however, say that- he hail done 
his best lor the m. 



PERMANENT ROADWAYS. 

The Advantages of Aeplialtum Blocks -Their 
Sul.ubllh.v I'm- Victoria's Streets. 

As has been the ease elsewhere, there lias 
for siime time been going on a discussion as 
to the character which the permanent road- 
ways of Victoria shall lake. Wood, stone, 
asphalt or macadam appear to cover l he 
range of people's ideas. Macadam is by 
many declared to be too dusty, Stone loo 
noisy, and wood not sufficiently lasting. 
In Trounce avenue an asphalt composition 
has been laid, but that npt being a roadway 
where there is any very heavy' traffic— ill 
fact, vehicles are not accustomed to traverse 
it — the real capabilities of asphalt are not 
likely to be put to the tesi. While the 
corporation are looking into questions of 
drainage and water distribution it might 
not be out of place for them to satisfy them- 
selves as lo the merits of aeplialtum blocks, 
which the writer has seen very successfully 
employed elsewhere. Unlike tho asphalt 
which is said, us Trounce avenue, all in one 
solid piece, and therefore cannot, be dis- 
turbed without seriously injuring the road 
way for some distance, the nsphultuill 
blocks can be very readily handled ami re- 
moved or replaced in the easiest manner 
possible. The blocks arc made of gravel 
and sand boiled with u composition, the 
principle part of which is asphaltuin. 
While boiling hot the mixture is poured 
into moulds of about 1-1 inches long, four or 
six inches deep and about three, inches 
wide. These arc laid in tho same way as 
granite blocks, boiling tnr or asphulluni 
serving to cement them together. These 
are, it is manifest, readily removable foi- 
st reet repairs or for laying water, gas or 
drainage pipes, and, when replaced, it is 
difficult to discover where I he operation was 
performed. Their width gives the horses a 
good grip for the toes or the caulks of their 
shoes, prevents all slipping und enables the 
animals to proceed with that confidence 
which is essential to good going.

MTtri. of Clearing the Townalte Progressing 
KRliidl —Operations vn the Breakwater 
Cc iitiiiueB —lie Driving oil tliu Wharf 
C nip.. ted. 

Tho following itoins nro ruken from tho 
Port Orescent Slur of tho 3rd ihsfc. : 

Wu uro informed that work will Boon 
bo commenced on tho townsite of Port 
Iioeclio; teroHS tho straits. 

Wo \Vuht ii sawmill nt this pluco mid 
want it badly. A good mill could bo 
mado lo pay from tho st.rt and there are 
thousands of acres of line timbor close nt 
hand. 

Tho cribbing on tho townsite road is 
progressing nicely :uid will soon b'o«d6ne. 
The graders aro keeping paco with the 
cribbors and in a few more wcokB tho 
majority of tho work will bo completed. 

Tlie Crescent Pass through the Olym- 
pic Mountains is becoming well known. 
Numerous parties have gone in from hole 
of late by this puss, and no doubt upon 
their return verified aecoun s will bo 
given of the vast resources and hidden 
treasures contained in tho interior of this 
almost unknown mountainous country. 

Pile driving on the wharf is completed 
with tho exception of driving for. dor 
piles. The work of planking is also nearly 
completed and work has been commenced 
on the warehouse for tho last " ol." 
This wharf runs out into tho bay for a 
diarance'of 1,175 foot; has two "els," 
two wareln uses and three slips, and is 
out to water having a depth <<f 25 feet at 
low tide. 

Work on the breakwater still continues. 
At present oi.ly a small foreo of men aro 
at work, some on the tunnel, others on a 
roiH to it, so it can be reached durj g 
high tide. Next week the forco will be 
increased and three shifts of eight hours 
each will work on the tunnel un il it is 
completed. Tho rock being hard and of 
a volcanic nature the work necessarily 
progresses slowly. The work of slashing 
tho timber on top the of hill is nearly all 
done, and makes quite a change in its ap- 
pearance. 

The vast columns of smoke by day; the 
bright fires by night and tho continual 
noise of tho blast tell plainly the amount 
i f work that is being done on the town- 
site. The clearing progresses rapidly and 
by the time the road is finished, a large 
portion of the townsite will bo ready to 
build upon. Tho magnitude of tho work 
can only be realized when you think of 
the number of acres that are to be clear- 
,-ed. The original townsite consists of 31)2 
acres, to w hich has been added tho west- 
ern addition of 80 acres, making a t tal 
of 472 acres. Tho company intend clear- 
ing every acre, which means tho employ- 
ment of a largo number of men for a time 
to eniiie. 

No one coining hero and seeking work 
is sent away without it if they work at 
what is offered them, and while a number 
-are leaving by nearly every boat, as 
many come in so the force remains about 
tho same. The amount of work that is 
nm i' out for the summer and fall will 
io v ..u he employment of large forces of 
men, and Port Crescent will have a pay 
roll second to no city on the Sound. 
The building of tho breakwater alone 
will employ more men than somo cities 
have population, and then there is the 
clearing of 572 acres of land; the grading 
of throe Btreets, each a mile long, and 
railroad work which will be commenced 
in a short time.

Purser'.) Anderson's Story Abont Uu< Steamer 
Eliza Andersou-Sho la Old but Solid. 

Purser W. Anderson, of the steamer 
Elizi .Anders ii, in conversation with 
sonic of the reporters of the Seattlo Post- 
Intelligencer said: 

''1 suppose you luive never heard the 
story about the old Eliza Anderson?" 

"Why, no!" exclaimed the interested 
reporters. 

"Well, I thought you didn't know 
everything, quite. The old Anderson 
may not look as bright as some of the 
other steamers on the Sound, but I'd 
rather go down the Sound in her to-day 
than a number of other steamers that 
look a mighty sight safer. Tho rest of 
them when they got into u soa, like we 
are liablo to encounter almost any time 
in Deception pass, will cut into it and 
drop suddenly enough to almost shake a 
fellow's dinner into his boots find break 
every stanchion short oil'. The old 
Anderson drops as easy into a sea us fall- 
ing into a feather bed, because she has a 
genuine canoe bottom. You didn't know 
that? Well, she has. 

" I'll tell you something else that very 
few people know. Her bottom is petti- 
lied, though you may not believe it. How 
is that 'I J don't know, but 1 was told 
that it was found out this way : When 
the Anderson got in a collision here last, 
year, the owners gave a contract to have 
her repaired and have a new bottom put 
in her, as they thought thoy had better 
make a good job while they were about 
it. The contractors put the vessel ou the 
dock and repaired her where she was 
damaged. The carpenters then prepared 
to put new planking on her bottom, but 
when i hey started to work the augurs it 
was no go. 

" The next day they called around to 
see the owners and informed them that 
they would have to throw up the contract. 
The owners of course expressed surprise 
and wanted to know the reasons for such 
a decision. The contractors said they 
had no fault»to find with the con tract and 
under ordinary circumstances would have 
made a fair profit, but they would like to 
be relieved without mak.ng an explana- 
tion, as it might appear absurd. The 
owners, however, demanded the reasons. 

"The coir ractors said it might sound 
absurd but it was nevertheless a fact, tha 
the bottom or tho E iza Anderson was 
perilled, and they could never put on a 
bottom to equal the one she then had. 
Tho owners would not be convinced until 
tliey went over and examined for them- 
selves. They we e satistied then and re- 
lieved tho contractors. Tho Anderson 
has been running ever since with a stone 
hull that is as smooth as a rock, and will 
last forever if it doesn't get a big thump 
—then it w 11 fly to pieces like a piece of 
cast iron, it's so brittle. 

"How do they account for such a re- 
markable case of petrification ? If a re- 
porter's cheek doesn't un avel the mys- 
tery of strange cases of hardening, I can't 
tell you. boys, but I'll tell you how it 
was explained to me. It appears that 
tho man who built the Eliza Anderson 
hadn't enough money to complete her for 
a long time, and her half -finished hull lay 
in the shipyard three years or more sea- 
soning, before work was begun on her 
again. They say the timber in her bot- 
tom was cut while the sap was running — 
that's sometime in Augus", isn't it?— and 
when it had been dried to a certain stage 
and was put into . iio salt water it was in 
a condition for petrification to set in, and 
it d^l. This petrification has been going 
on over since, and might not have been 
known but for the attempt made to re- 
plank her b ttoin." 



WAGES OF ENGLISH FARM LABOR- 
ERS. 

(London Daily News.) 

1 have had occasion to move about in 
the agricultural districts of Lincolnshire. 

" Just look around this neigborhood," 
said a particularly well informed resident 
in the county. "Over yonder is an un- 
occupied farm of 700 acres ; over y nder 
is another of GOO acres; and a little fur- 
ther till' is another of perhaps 200 acres, 
which has attached to it 400 or f>00 acres 
elsewhere. In another village," inenti u- 
ing the name of it, " a farm of -10:) or oOi) 
nuies lies vacant, another of 300 or -!00, 
and ano her of 400 acres. All these are 
on one estate. There is another estate 
lying away yonder in another direction 
which has unoccup ed farms of a total ex- 
tent of about 2,J00 acies, ami another of 
(iOO acres;" and so t lie speaker proceeded 
with a list which appa eutly he could have 
cont inued almost indefinitely, Mow, he 
was civ eful to have me understand tha 
t he land was not going out of cultivation, 
but that farmers were giving it up, ami 
tho groat land owners were themselves 
cultivating it. 

If, under such circumstances, wages do 
not tend downwa d, it is partly because 
they stand at a point at which it is scarce- 
ly possible for me • to exist at till a! a 
lower rate, and partly because there is a 
continual depletion of the country into 
tho towns. In Lincoln wages as a rule 
stand at 12 shillings a week. 

You may hear any number of such dit- 
ties in almost, any village of Lincolnshire, 
which 1 suppose is not conspicuously 
worse than other agricultural counties. 
House rent may perhaps lie reckoned at 
eight 'eupence a week, and we have ten 
and six pence tor the keep of a man ami 
wife and family in food, firing, clothing, 
schooling and rates. 

Thus, with the great mass of the labor- 
ing poor, life is one prolonged agony of 
dread and anxiety. Their whole careers 
are overshadowed by the workhouse, 
against, which they can make no pro- 
vision, however careful and industrious 
they may bo. I talked with one woman 
who had four children too young to earn 
a penny. Her husband earned two shil- 
lings (fifty cents) a day. F..r that he had 
to set out at half-past six in the morning, 
walk two miles, work 'ill six o'clock in 
tho ovening, and walk two miles back 
again.

Reminiscences of Karly Life In 
Around Chicago. 

Williamson Trice: I am eighty-sovon 
years old and livo in Cborokee, Crawford 
County, Kansas. I went out there in 
1871. Chicago is a wonderful city, and 
when I think of it as I first knew it 1 
wonder If 1 am livlr.g and if what I see 
is real. 

Lot me tell you a story of Gurdon S. 
Hubbard, of whom every Chicagoan 
knows. Long- before there was any Chi- 
cago Hubbard was an Indian trader; ho 
had a bouse on the Iroquois river and a 
squaw for a wife. (Soon after Danville 
was laid out he bought his tinio from his 
Indian wife and went to Danville, lie 
went to merchandising, and soon after 
married. He wont to Cincinnati on a 
wedding trip. The bride and groom 
boarded a steamboat at the mouth of 
the Big Vermillion river. At Torre 
Haute an old man named Linton got 
aboard with his family. They wore go- 
ing to Philadelphia. Tho month was 
March and the waters were booming 
everywhere. The boat was running 
pretty fast. Mr. Linton's boy, four 
years old, fell overboard. Hubbard 
pulled bis coat, jumped into the river, 
recovered the child, swain to shore, and 
tho boat rounded to and took them cm 
board. Linton offered Hubbard 8501), 
but Hubbard wouldn't take it. 

"All right,'' said Linton, "then I'll 
change the boy's name. "I'll call him 
Gurdon S. Hubbard Linton." 

At the next election we sent Hubbard 
to the Legislature. That was in 1830. 
The Legisturo met in those days in Vait- 
dalia, Lots at Fort Dearborn were sell- 
ing at $50 apiece. 1 remember a drove 
of hogs which Hubbard bought in 1882. 
lie hired a man named Elliott to drive 
tho hogs from Georgetown to Dan- 
ville and then to Chicago. There was 
nothing hut an Indian trail between 
Danville and Chicago; no road. Elliott 
took several wagons loaded with corn 
with which to feed the hogs. There was 
not a soul living along the trail or any- 
where near it. Elliott and tho hogs 
finally reached Blue Island. The weath- 
er turned cold and tho snow fell to a 
depth of four feet on a level. People in 
Chicago knew they wero coming and 
went out to meot them and levelod out 
a road so they could get the hogs into 
town. The next year Hubbard moved 
into Chicago. He built a house near tho 
river on tho North side. I remember 
the man who built the house, Tom Dun- 
ham. When ho went back to Danville 
ho was telling me about it. He said if 
every spear of gras 1 ; between Danville 
and Chicago was a $20 hill it would nev- 
er build n road to Chicago on account of 
the [swamps. 

1 remember that Josephus and Ste- 
phen Collet, merchants in tho Town of 
Eugene, bought goods in New York and 
had them shipped by lake to Chicago. 
My father-in-law went after tho goods 
with his team. It toolc eighteen yoke 
of steors to pull tho wagon-load through 
tho swamps of Chicago. 

When the first railroad — from Kanka- 
kee to Chicago — was built Tom Dunham 
got on the cars and went to Chicago. 
When be went back home ho said to his 
neighbors: "I have seen what I never 
expected to see in this world and now 
I am ready to die." And ho did die soon 
after. 

Before Chicago was laid out our sheriff 
at Danville, William Keed, paid tho 
taaes out ol his own pocket rather than 
go to Fort Dearborn to collect the taxes 
due on the spot where Chicago now 
stands. 

I remember that tho winters in those 
times were pretty hard. Two men, Hil- 
dretta and France were their names, 
started from Georgetown to Chicago on 
horseback. Tho cold weather overtook 
them. France killed his horse, took 
out tho entrails, and crawled into the 
animal to keep warm. He froze to death 
that night. Ilildreth tried to cut his 
horse's throat and lost his knife. He 
wandered about ali night and finally 
found his way to a cabin next morning. 
He didn't leave the cabin for six weeks. 
When he did ho had no fingers or toes. 
I heard not long ago that ho is living 
somewhere in Kentucky. — Chicago Tri- 
bune.

science, and before ho was <J0n happy ac- 
cident led to his fortune. Prince George 
of Denmark, the consort of Queen Anne, 
was taken suddenly ill at Epsom', and 
Arbuthnot, who chanced to bo there, was 
summoned to attend him. Tho prince 
was cured, and the doctor was appointed 
one of the court physicians. Swift says 
that he was the queen's favorite phy- 
sician, and apartments were given hitn 
in St. James' palace. Thus distinguished 
by the murks of royal favor, Arbuthnot 
acquired tho friendship, not only of the 
leading men of his party, us Hurley and 
Bollngbroke, but that of all the wits and 
scholars of the lime. 11c was their 
trusted friend anil adviser. He attended 
Queen Anne in her last illness, and al- 
though hi! did not continue to hold his 
official position in the court of George 1 
— he and his friend were Tories — ho 
maintained a great practice among tho 
nobility, lie attended Gay and Con- 
greve and Pope and Swift, and in the 
verses addressed by Gay to Pop:.' Arbuth- 
not's company is said to drive sorrow 
from the heart, "as all disease his medi- 
cines dissipate." Pope constantly ex- 
pressed his gratitude to him, and paid 
him some of bis finest poetical compli- 
ments. Tin; prologue to "The Satire's." 
Pope's most perfect piece, is addressed 
to Arbuthnot. — Chicago Herald.
